Cleanup  crews  began  by  clearing  debris  from  Ar- 
senal the  next  day.

In  late  afternoon  of  January'  26,  stu- 
dents and  teachers  in  the  Applied  Ac- 
ademics and  Technology  classes  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  Arsenal  smelted  smoke. 
Teachers  began  evacuating  students  down 
the  smokey  stairs.  Fire  alarms  were 
pulled,  but  dense  black  smoke  soon  filled 
the  hallways.  Mr.  Lewis  Mumford  and 
Mr.  George  Reid  checked  restrooms  for 
students.  Mr.  Reid,  blocked  by  smoke, 
found  a  window  where  he  could  alert  fire- 
men. Smoke  made  it  impossible  for  teach- 
ers below  to  reach  him. 

The  second  floor  of  the  west  wing  sus- 
tained the  fire  damage,  but  smoke  and 
water  damage  was  extensive  in  the  three 
floors.  Four  persons  were  injured.  Mr. 
Reid  was  hospitalized  for  smoke  inha- 
lation. Mr.  Mumford  and  John  Estelle 
were  also  treated  for  smoke  inhalations.  A 


fireman  was  injured  when  ceiling  tiles  fell 
on  him. 

IPS  Public  Relations  Officer  Mark 
Goff  said  repairs  would  cost  some 
$375,000.  The  building,  listed  in  the  Na- 
tional Registry  of  Historic  Buildings,  was 
scheduled  for  renovation.  The  125  year- 
old  Arsenal,  remodeled  several  times,  met 
fire  codes  for  a  building  of  its  age.  Arson 
was  the  official  cause.  Students  were  ar- 
rested and  charged.  Teachers  were  pleased 
with  the  way  students  responded  to  the 
emergency.  All  kept  their  heads  and  fol- 
lowed instructions. 

Mr.  Carl  Duffy  and  his  staff  began  the 
cleanup  which  was  assisted  by  many  IPS 
personnel.  Although  classes  had  to  be 
placed  in  a  variety  of  places  over  the  cam- 
pus, the  administrative  staff  didn't  miss  a 
beat  on  the  first  floor.

When  Select  Schools  got  the  nod  from 
Judge  Dillon,  Tech  was  ready.  CHECK 
TECH  was  the  slogan  at  the  School  Fair. 
Mary  Ann  Laker's  video  production  doc- 
umented the  five  schools  proposed  for  next 
fall.  They  are  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Communications,  The  School  of  Busi- 
ness, Industry,  and  Consumer  Sciences, 
The  School  of  Health  and  Human  Serv- 
ices, The  School  of  Foreign  Language  and 
International  Studies,  and  the  School  of 
Math  and  Science.  Input  from  the  entire 
staff  along  with  parent  committees  cre- 
ated vision  statements.  Next  curriculum 
was  designed  and  courses  were  written. 
Many  after-school  hours  were  involved  in 
designing  the  new  Tech. 

The  freshmen  were  nvolved  in  a  new 


program  called  Connections.  The  idea 
was  to  provide  a  "house"  for  a  randomly 
selected  group  of  170  students.  They 
shared  the  same  classes  and  teachers. 
Since  Tech  is  large  with  a  frosh  class  of 
some  600  students,  students  can  get 
"lost"  in  the  system  and  never  recover. 
The  family  of  freshmen  allow  teachers  to 
keep  track  of  success  and  problem  areas 
which  could  be  identified  and  worked  on 
immediately.  Thematic  teaching  which 
meant  a  schedule  which  could  be  modified 
as  teachers  worked  co-operatively. 

The  SIP  Team,  the  OPD  programs,  the 
curriculum  committees,  the  cadres  —  you 
name  it,  teachers  were  working  on  it.  An 
other  innovation  was  having  college  meth- 
ods classes  on  a  high  school  campus.
